Late in July, the senate banking and currency committee 


started hearings inquiring into the existence and extent of 
economic power over trade and commerce, with particular 


- reference to industry-wide organizations, such as dominate 


the soft coal industry. A statement by the senator who ini- 
; tiated the investigation said, in part, "The 'stabilization' 


- strikes, the current three-day week imposed on the coal in- 
1 dustry by the United Mine Workers of America, the threat- 


ened strike in steel and the continued tie-up of shipping in 


- Hawaii are all recent developments which reemphasize the 


need for such an investigation . . . 


"If it is found that the public interest requires protec- 


- tion from labor monopolies in the same manner that the pub- 
~ lie is protected from industrial monopoly, such legislative pro- 
- ppsals will be referred to the judiciary committee for con- 


sideration." 


This development has long been due. It is difficult to 


see how there can be any just reason for continuing labor's 
freedom from the anti-trust laws, and from all the other 
statutes which deal with monopoly and combinations in re- 


- straint of trade. This is special privilege with a vengeance 


—and it is a privilege which has been abused time and time 


- again with a callous disregard of the general welfare. 


Recurrent strikes and shut-downs and "vacations" in the 


- coal fields offer one of the most flagrant examples of what 


is happening. One union, which is virtually the personal prop- 
erty of one man, can at its whim almost completely stop pro- 


•- duction of a commodity on which the security, employment 
. and industrial production of the whole nation depend. There 


is no place in a free country for dictatorships—whether they 
are exerted by the government, by capital ,or by labor. 


A real opportunity is now available for the public to ex- 


press its opinion to its representatives in congress on this 
important question.

Payments to other companies for goods and services— 


much of which went out in payrolls—took 37.2 per cent.

farmers were prosperous. As 
a yardstick, we'll take the pe- 
riod of 1909-14. 
In other words, we want your 


purchasing power now (this was 
in 1933) to be on a par with your 
purchasing power in 1909-14. We 
will call it parity with that period 


"We can't guarantee you full 


parity. We'll say that if >ou can 
get a" certain price for your crops, 
that will give you parity. But— 


"II Prices Fall" 


"If prices fall to somewhere be- 


tween 52 and 75 per cent of parity, 
the government will step in and 
buy your crops or make >ou loans

The 
river showed no apparent sign of 
pollution that would affect fish.

"About eight miles below Roch- 


elle, Kyte creek was examined for 
evidence of pollution. The dis- 
solved oxygen content of the wa- j 
ter here was 9.0 ppm. Fish and 
insect life were abundant here. 
largely minnows and m a y f l y 
nymphs. No sign of pollution was 
noted at this station that would 
affect fish. This stream near its 
confluence with Rock river was 
found to be clear and supports a 
large minnow population. 


"The appearance of dead catfish 


occurred this year during the first 
week of August. The kill seemed 
to have reached a peak the follow- 
ing week. Again as last year the 
kill was limited to the Dixon-

as severe as the one in 1948. It 
was reported in 1949 that one man 
picked up enough dead catfish at 
Lowell park to fill a five-gallon 
pall.

Green Cabbage No-w Plentiful 


Those green cabbages rolling to 


market combine deliciously with 
other foods. The Bureau of Home 
Economics and Human Nutrition 
of the Department of Agriculture 
has experimented. Here are some 
of their appetizing and thrifty 
results. 


Long-time 
favorites a m o n g 


meat - and - cabbage duets are 
stuffed cabbage and cabbage rolls. 
Mexican cabbage rolls are a novel 
variation of the latter—a mixture 
of chili con carne and rice wrapped 
in cabbage leaves and placed in 
a casserole. On top, add a combina- 


tion of tomatoes, vinegar, salt, wa- 
ter and brown sugar. Bake in a 
slow oven (300 degrees F.) for 
about 30 minutes. 


A stuffed cabbage, made "com- 


pany style," starts with ground 
meat such as sausage or beef. 
Brown it with diced onions. While 
the moat is cooking, cut out the 
heart of the cabbage and some of 
the cabbage around the heart, to 
make a good-sized hole. 


Chop up the cabbage removed 


and mix it with toasted bread 
crumbs. Then 
add 
it 
to 
the 


browned meat and onions. Fill the 
hole in the cabbage with the mix- 


ture, sait the cabbage, and s«t it 
in a pan with a little hot water 
and a tight lid. Bake until the 
cabbage is tender. 


Cabbage-Cheese: 
Cabbage and 


cheese combinations offer a choice 
as to type of cheese and method of 
serving. One of the popular dishes 
in this category, a tasty nourish- 
ing concoction, combines the cab- 
bage and cheese with spaghetti in 
a scalloped dish. 


When you make this, cook less 


spaghetti than usual. Make a white 
sauce, and to it add 
'•> pound of 


cheese shaved thin. Arrange the 
spaghetti, sauce, and shredded cab- 
bage in layers in a greased baking 
dish. 
Cover with a mixture of 


crumbs and table fat. Bake for 


20 to 30 minutes in * moderate 
oven (350 degrees F.) 


For cooler eating, use cottage 


cheese and a Salad bowl. Use one 
head of lettuce or endive,"*? medi- 
um carets, 1 cup of chopped cab- 
bage, 1% cups of cottage cheese, 
salt, pepper, salad dressing and 
one tomato cut in wedges. Shred 
the lettuce cut the carrot in tiny, 
thin strips or shred it. Combine 
with other ingredients just before 
serving. Season and add dressing. 
Serves 6 to 8.

them from the party purge. 


In a counter move, states' right- 


ers announced they are opening 
Washington headquarters. 


The whole thing was sparked 


by southern dislike for Truman's 
civil rights program. 


Not Sectional Party 


It was Truman, the campaigner 


—swinging free style in the man- 
ner of his "give 'em hell" stumping 
of last year—who proclaimed his 
party of today "a national party, 
and" not a sectional .party any 
more." 


"The tail no longer wags the 


dog:," he said. 


He \\ent on to say that he won 


in 194S without New York, "with- 
out the industrial east and with- 
out the solid south" and that he 
was "prouder of that than any- 
thing that has ever happened to 
me." 


Then came the invitaton: 
"And that doesn't mean that we 


are not inviting the industrial east 
and the solid south and all the 
rest of the country to join the 
party of the people, and help the 
country forward 
That is exactly 


what we want, and that is exact- 
ly what we aie going to accomplish 
in the next two years."

Moscow's temper is made clear 


by its press, which continues to 
blast Tito and his regime. The 
Soviet army newspaper Red Star, 
for instance, jesterday published 
a cartoon picturing the Yugoslav 
Generalissimo as a Fascist dog, 
its paws 
dripping with 
blood, 


begging for dollars from a pot- 
bellied "Wall Street." 


A Nasty Dose 


That's a nasty dose of medicine 


to try lo thrust down the throat 
of a man \\ ho not so long ago was 
hail-comrade-well-rnet among the 
powers that be m Moscow, and 
frequently conferred HI the Krem- 
lin. Tito has been one of the out- 
standing figures of Communism. 


Since this Tito Imbroglio is of 


world-importance, it's well that 
we understand its genesis. It isn't 
particularly 
complicated, but it 


does present a curious situation. 
Its like this. 


The Moscow brand of Commu- 


nism is "International Commu- 
nism"—the opposite of national- 
ism. 
Communist states like Yugos- 


lavia, Czechoslovakia and so on, 
must surrender their sovereignty 
to the Moscow Kremlin and fol- 


low the hn« of policy laid down 
by the Kremlin. 


To many of the satellite states 


this surrender of sovereignty has 
been abhorrent, but most of them 
have accepted it in the face of 
strong-arm methods. However, the 
independent and fiery people of 
Yugoslavia, under leadership of 
Tito, have refused to abandon na- 
tionalism and surrender their sov- 
ereignty. They subscribe to na- 
tionalization of industry and many 
other Red tenets, but refuse to ac- 
cept absolute dictation from Mos- 
cow. Thus they have in effect 
created their own type of Com- 
munism. 


Dangerous Situation 


This defection from the Moscow 


line has created a dangerous sit- 
uation for the Bolshevist world 
revolution to establish interna- 
tional Communism. Yugoslavia's 
defiant disobedience affords en- 
couragement to other satellites to 
Rebel, and strengthens the deter- 
mination of free nations to re- 
main so. 


Tito's defiance could adversely 


affect the Soviet plans for the 
commumzation of China. 


Tito is tough and tenacious. He 


is endowed with more 
fearless- 


ness and daring, as regards his 
peisonal safety, than falls to the 
average person. 


The Generalissimo is 57 years 


old. and he is the son of a peasant. 
His real name is Josip Broz, but 
he assumed the Tito when he was 
an underground Communist lead- 
er. In the world war he was leader 
of the Yugoslav partisan 
army
